:report of n.s.w. gold-fields 

COMMISSION. 

- — * 

In fulfilment of the promise we gave in 
■our leading columns of last week, we con- 
tinue extracts from the above repoit. 

Throughout the whole of the report, the 
'Commissionei-s frequently refer to the very 
uncertain tenure upon which mining pro- 
perty is held, and urge the necessity of 
liberal legislation in the direction of in- 
creasing the security of that tenure. They 
thus allude to the matter in one instance : —

til in gokl-miuing enterprise, it is obvious tliat 
fair security of tenure must be offered. The 
tenure by miners' rights, although well adapted 
for toiners who reside upon the Gold Fields, and 
who may personally exercise a conat.int super- 
vision over the workings in which they are inte- 
rested, is clearly not sulBclent for the interests of 
tlioae who may he necessarily resident away from 
the Gold Felds, but who may have capital which 
they are willing to invest in reasonably secure 
and legitiniaic enteiprise. Unless, therefore, 
some such system of tenure as that secured by a 
lease is permitted, there would be virtually an 
exelnsiou of outside capital — a result certainly 
not to.be desired by any but a few persons re- 
presenting an extreme and narrow-minded view 
of Gold Fields legislation, and who are borne 
down by ,in unreasoning and unreasonable dread 
of the great bugbear nionoimly. Uut it is by no 
means merely w'ith a view to attract capital from 
persons not thcraselvos resident on a Gtdd 
Field that we think leasing should be permitted. 
The cnconra.gement afforde 1 by leases would 
operate more generally, and with at least equal 
benefit, upon the interests of the miners tliein- 
selvcs, .and would tend largely to the introduc- 
tion of an im]n'ovc.d system of mining, coiublu- 
iiig the two great desiiler.ata— elfieioiicy and 
economy. The privilege of being able to convert 
his holding under the miner’s right into a hold- 
ing under lease would also be a great advantage 
to the niiner who inigiit have proved his claim 
to bo reiuuuerativo, bub was unable to expend 
the auiquut rciiuire.l to dovelonc the claim with- 
out calling in the aid of capital, which he would 
have difficulty in procur ng if the tenure de- 
pended on the iniuer's right. 

\Fe unanimniisly think that the rental imposed 
upon leases is too liigh ; we would recommend 
ttiat, instead of £2 jier acre per anniiin, the 
rental should be ten shillings per acre per annum. 
It may bo sairl that a rental of i'2 an acre would 
not deter capitalists nr com panics, representing 
large capital, from taking out leases, and we ilo 
nut contest that proposition ; hut it is in the 
special interest of the ordinary claimlinlder that 
ivo rccoinmeml this reiluction, as from the 
greater security of tenure which a lease would 
afford, wc are of opinion that the ordinaiy claim- 
holder w'ould in very many instances gl.adiy ciin- 
vert his holding into a lease, if not deterred by 
liigh rentals. 

Ifccently, in tbi.s ilisfrict, examples have 
been ulFunleil of tlie trouble ami expen.se 
avhicli may be incurred by holders of water 
privileges neglecting to renew their certifi- 
.cates. In such cases, by the present law, 
it seems that the Warden inis absolute 
jioaycr of declaring ii forfeiture, altliough 
it is seldom, if ever, exercised. But, in 
the event of the Warden choosing to de- 
clare a forfeiture in any such case, tlie hard- 
■ship, even wrong, that would be sustaine.i 
% a party of miners, or a company, is 
obvious : in any case, they would be [lut 
to tmicli iiiconvcuieucG and expense to re- 
cover possession, and it miglit be that they 
would undergo the vexation of .seeing their 
jiroperty “ legally stolen” by othens. Tlie 
Coiuniissiouei-s recommend that, “in addi- 
tion to the present system of granting water 
jirivilegcs, water licenses should bn issued 
direct from the Mining Departraoiit.” The 
noeessity for some change in this direction 
in the New Zealand mining regulations 
was recognised by the framers of tlie last 
attempt at a Gold Mining Bill ; for we 
find Mr Gishorne, in his s]K‘ech at its in- 
troduction, saying “ With regard to the 
water rights, in.stead of the present aniumi 
registration cei'tificate under wdiich water 
rights were granted, the Bill provided that 
liconsas should lie is.iueil, giving to the 
licensee an iivlcfeasible right to the exclu- 
sive usn of the race, dam, or re.servoir, amt 
the water in respict of which the same is 
constructed, for such time a.s he shall fulfil 
the conditions upon wliich the same is 
granted.” This, at any rate, was a pro- 
vision which would have 'been lieartily 
welcomed if tlie Bill had become law. 

The Commissioners recommend that the 
miner’s riglit should be rctaiiied at its pre- 
sent charge in New South Wales, namely, 
ten shillings per year ; and urge that tlie 
]irov.sions of the 4th section of the Vic- 
tori.in Mining Statute of 1SG5 should be 
intiaKliiced into the inining legislation of 
the Colony. That .section is as follows:— 

“ It shall he l.awful for the tiovernor in Coun- 
cil to raii.se dociiiiicnts to he issnerl, each of 
which shall be c.aUeil a ‘miner's right,’ and 
sh.all be in force for .any number of years not ex- 
cec liiig riftec'i ; anil .any .such doeunicnt shall he 
granted to any person app’yitig fur the same, 
upon payment of a anm at tl'.o rate of teushil- 
lings fur every year whieh the same is to be in 
force. It shall a’sn lawful fur tlie (iovernor in 
Council tn cause other ilociiinonts to lie is.sncd. 
.each to bo c.alleil .a ‘ eoiisohdatcd miner’s right,’ 
and to be in force for any number of years not 
exceeding fifteen ; and any siieh last -men tinned 
dncinueut shall, on the application of the Ma- 
nager or .any Tru.dce nr 'fr.istcea of .any Com - 
p.iuy of pursous who shall have agreed to tvork 



in partnership any claim or claims registered 
under the provisions hereof, be granted to such 
Manager, Trustee, or Trustees, on behalf of the 
persons who shall from time to time be members 
of such Company," 4o. 

The report, fis a whole, is highly inter- 
esting, and contains many excellent sugges- 
tions in addition to those we have quoted. 
A perusal of it might be made with much 
advantage by the mining delegates who are 
to meet in Lawrence shortly ; and we re- 
mend all Milling Associations to obtain a 
copy. 

DUNEDIN NOTES. 

Bv 0. P. Q. 

A company has been formed in Dunedin 
within the last two or three weeks to com- 
inenco operations in one of the quartz claims 
at Hough Ridge, some three or four years ago 
worked by a company called the “Great 
Eastern,” who had the atone which they raised 
crushed at the Ida Valley Co.’s battery'. 
Through great mismanagement, the working 
of the claim w.as stopped, although the aver- 
.agc yield from the stone was very large — 
.about 36 dwta. The reef w'as subsequently 
taken up by Mr C. F. Roberts, of Mount 
Ida, who lately came to Dunedin to float the 
company. A meeting of applicants for shares 
was held the other evening, and it was re- 
solved tliat the company be registered under 
the Mining Companies Limited Liability Act, 
under the name of the “Energetic." Before 
proceeding to the erection of machinery, it 
was considered advisable to raise 40 or 50 
tons of stone, in order to test the expense of 
getting the stone to gr.ass, it being in its 
nature very hard ; and in the event of the 
result being B,atisfactnry, the shares which are 
at present not taken up will, it is anticipated, 
be absorbed by the present sharehuiders, and 
the erection of machinery be proceeded with 
without delay. 

“ By rail to the Port” is now an established 
fact, although the line is not yet regularly 
opened for traffic. The first train brought 
up a number of the members of the House of 
Representatives who had arrived from the 
North, and there have been one or two invi- 
tation trips since with h number of ladies and 
gentlemen from the Port. It is understood 
that the jubilee day on the occasion of tlie 
formal opening of the lino will be Monday, 
the nth inst., which is set apart as the holi- 
day in honour of the Prince of Wales’. birth- 
day, owing to Saturday, the 9tli, being an 
inconvenient day on which to display the 
loyalty of the citizens. 

Wednesday morning’s issue of the Daily 
Tvnes rather astonished the public, contain- 
ing as it did English telegrams only a few 
days oldj brought by the Melbourne steamer. 
It seems strange indeed to be brought into 
such close communication with the old coun- 
try, separated as it is from us by so many 
thousand miles of water. There really seems 
little more for tlie scientific men of this cen- 
tury to accomplish— unless it is some method 
for enabling the inhabitants of this sphere to 
take an occasional trip to the moon. 

The Mayor and some of the Councillors 
had an interview yesterday with his Honor 
the Superintendent with reference to Munici- 
p:d matters, and atiiimg other things the im- 
portant project of blocking up Gaid-strect 
•and then carrying Cumberland street riglit 
through wliat w.as once Boll Hill into High 
street, was brought under his Honor’s notice. 
Wh.at now remains of Bell Hill is host disap- 
pearing under tho enforced labour of the 
prison-gang who have so long been expiating 
the various offences against the country of 
which they were guilty, and there is no ques- 
tion that Cumberlaml-stroct must eventually 
occupy a portion of the ground removed. 
His Honor promised to lay the matter before 
the Executive. 

Mr W. J. Barry is at present in Dunedin, 
having returned to New Zealand .after a bril- 
liant few mouths’ sojourn in the Australian 
C'jloiiies, and with (as Mr Barry informed a 
friend of mine) the satisfactory knowledge 
that he is now in .a fair way of obtaining 
his rights in reference to the valuable pro- 
perty he claims in New Soutli Wales. With 
a present satisfactory balance to his credit in 
the Bank, .and tho now almost certain i>os- 
sesslon of thousands to an extent I hardly 
dare venture to name, he will no doubt he 
cordially welcomed by the inhabitants of the 
Municipality in which ho for three j'cars oc- 
cupied the distinguished position of civic 
chief. 

It is said tliat Mr Don.ald Reid has declined 
to again take the position in the E.xcciitive 
from whicli he was dismissed by Ins Honor 
the Superintendent when he held office in 
the Stafford Ministry, although his Honor 
offered to reinstate him. Mr Reid no dmilit 
c.a!ciilatais that at the next meeting of the 
Provincial Council ho will be able to rein- 
state lilmself, without being beholden to the 
generosity of his Honor in the matter.

Some of your readers may think the above is 
“high falutin,” or perhaps “rot," but let 
me assure them that even “ rot” is better 
than “ nothing in the papers.” 

We have had the full benefit of the vernal 
equinox for the past fortnight ; g.ales of wind 
have been blowing from all quarters, ending 
with rain varied by falls of snow on tlie 
ranges.

racter left out. If suqIi matters are left too 
much to the imaginition, error ia apt to creep 
in, and as I may cisually remark, reporters 
are but human.

These have lately been 
taken up on Oolcloigb’s supposed line, and 
until the crucial tes( is afforded, I shnli re- 
frain from passing aiy opinion, .assuring tlie 
owners that “ the bat test of the pudding is 
the eating thereof."

A Buck-jumping Match. 

A buck-jumping match lately came off at 
Newton-boyd Crossing, near Mr T. Jordan’s, 
in the Clarenee district, Taamania. The Ob- 
server states that the riders were J. Chieliolnx, 
butcher, at Dalmorton, and W. Rhodes, of 
Cnrradooral. The prize was £20, paid down 
by the riders. One of the parties made a 
challenge that if neither was thrown from the 
saddle they should ride b.arebacked, and if 
neither was tlirown in this way they should 
provide each other with bullocks.
